(2) Suggesting norms of efficiency with a view to eliminating waste, obtaining maximum 

production, improving quality and reducing costs. 

(3) Recommending measures for securing the fuller milisarion of the installed capacity and 

for in'-ptoviug die working of the industry, particularly of tire less efficient units, 

(4) Promoring arrangement for better marketing and helping in the devising of a system 

, of distribution and sale of the produce of the industry which would be satisfactory 
to the consumer. 

(3) Promoting standardisation of products. 

(6) Promoting or undertaking the collection and formulation of statistics. 

(£7) Promoting the adoption of measures for increasing the oroductivity of labour, including 
measures for securing safer and better working conditions and the provision and 
improvement of amenities and incentives for workers.
